The  foregoing  table  shows,  as  last  year,  an  inexcus- 
ably large  number  of  tardinesses  in  the  East  Holderness 
school,  and  a  record  for  two  other  schools  that  is  far 
inferior  to  the  average  for  the  State  in  this  respect. 

The  enrollment  at  the  Elm  school  at  the  present 
time  has  dropped  to  six  pupils.  Unless  more  pupils  move 
into  that  district  before  next  September,  it  may  be  de- 
cided to  close  the  school  and  transport  the  pupils  else- 
where. 

Standardized  Tests 

For  two  years,  standardized  tests  have  been  given 
once  or  twice  a  year  to  determine  the  proficiency  of  our 
pupils  as  compared  with  those  elsewhere.  Results  show 
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that  our  schools  do  their  best  work  in  arithmetic  and 
reading,  but  obtain  somewhat  lower  scores  in  language, 
especially  in  spelling.  Special  efforts  this  year  are  being 
made  to  reteach  the  ancient  art  of  sounding  letters  and 
groups  of  letters.  Specialists  have  told  us  that  this  kind 
of  training  has  been  overdone,  and  that  such  over- 
emphasis has  caused  poor  results  in  learning  to  read. 
Evidently  our  pupils'  reading  has  improved,  but  at  the 
cost  of  some  loss  in  ability  to  spell  correctly. 

Prospects  for  Eighth  Grade  Graduation 

As  Holderness  has  only  one  pupil  in  the  eighth 
grade  at  the  present  time,  it  is  not  certain  that  gradua- 
tion exercises  will  be  held  in  the  usual  way.  Perhaps  a 
union  of  our  exercises  with  those  of  some  nearby  town, 
such  as  Center  Harbor  or  Ashland,  would  ,be  appro- 
priate. 

Acknowledgments 

As  usual  there  are  many  friends  of  our  schools  to 
whom  we  are  grateful  for  assistance  in  transportation 
to  picnics,  for  the  loan  or  gift  to  the  schools  of  various 
articles,  and  for  their  obliging  services  in  numerous 
other  ways.  We  would  especially  mention  the  Christmas 
party  given  to  the  Elm  and  Carr  school  pupils  by  the 
Holderness  School  for  Boys,  and  the  usual  annual  prize 
speaking  contest  sponsored  by  Mount  Livermore 
Grange. 

Recommendations  for  Next  Year 

Unless  enrollment  increases,  I  believe  the  Elm 
school  should  be  closed  next  year. 

As  hard  surfaced  roads  creep  nearer  and  nearer 
each  year  to  our  rural  homes,  we  find  ourselves  in  pos- 
session of  advantages  which  a  few  years  ago  were 
thought  impossible.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  com- 
mon for  people  in  rural  sections  to  demand  the  advan- 
tages of  a  centralized  school  for  their  children.  The 
maintenance  of  such  a  system,  after  a  suitable  building 
is  provided,  costs  no  more  than  the  continuation  of  a 
number  of  one-room  schools. 
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Last  year  at  the  district  meeting  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  look  into  this  matter.  Their  report,  pre- 
sented at  an  adjourned  meeting  early  in  the  summer, 
indicated  the  expectation  that  at  some  time  a  few  years 
hence,  Holderness  would  undoubtedly  adopt  a  plan  of 
centralizing  its  schools.  It  would  seem  worth  while  for  a 
committee  to  be  authorized  to  study  this  question  more 
thoroughly  as  applied  to  Holderness,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  cost,  and  report  at  the  district  meeting 
in  1939.
